of the American cupitalists from the enter- 
prise was. severely criticised. The repre- 
sentations mnde by the people of Kwangtung 
and the Pluuanese “have had the effect 
The Waiwupu, influenced con 
sidérably no ‘deubt by the success of 
Japanese arms, plucked up sufficient courage 
to respond to the appeal of the Southero 
Chinese and have cancelled the concession 
‘wade to the American Belgian Syndicite.
